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The invention according to claims .7 to 12 and 18 to 21 (invention 2) relates 
to the matter that the reagent solution being enclosed in a hermetic container 
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The invention according to claims 13 and 22 (invention 3) relates 
to the matter that a response inhibiting material is used for reducing- 
the coloring of the element to be detected being contained in a comparative 
material . 

No single general inventive concept exists among the above three 
inventions . 
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
